FOOD PRIES WITHESS STEADY DEGLW 


In the Weekly Market Review, just 
issued by the California’ Retail Gro- 
cers’ Association, the greatest num- 

* ber of market changes in more than 

a year are indicated. 

The drops in the market cover a 
wide range of goods and include, 
besides sugar and rice, bulk pickles, 
some brands of canned milks, rolled 
oats, canned lunch tongue, cocoa, 
soaps, clothespins, washboards and 
a host of other things. 

The decline in sugar was forced 
by a weak New York market. the 
review says, although local refiners 
are still working on raw sugars that 
cost them more than the present 
jobbing ‘price of refined cane sugar. 

The grocers’ price review predicts 
there will be no further decline in 
the price of rice for some time. It 
Bays: 

“Since theearly rains destroyed a 
large proportion of the California 
rice crop and since Japanese mer- 
chants are buying heavily for their 
trade, which is a good indication, and 
furthermore, since the growers’ as- 
sociation and the Rice Millers’ Asso- 
ciation are co-operating in an en- 
deaver to prevent a demoralization 
of the market, it is felt no further 
decline may be looked for.” 

The weakening Market on laundry 
soaps which manifested itself 
week with declines in price of five 
leading br@nds, was continued this 
week, when six brands of soap took 
drops, Sal. soda took another slight 
drop in price, but not so all of the 
fngredients of the family washing, 
for among the commodities for which 
price advances are noted this week 
fs bluing. :
